St. Paul, Sept. 4.— A Piae City spe- 
cial to Tha Pfonaar Pnh Miyi: Worda 
can not tell tho story of death and fle- 
■truotion that ii> revealed to tlie traveler 
OS ttia St Paal and Dnlntii from Mis- 
iiaa Qnek to two miles above the little 
tawn of Miller or Sandstone .Tnuction. 
The awfolnesfl of the desolation, which 
aMkaa tha aya of tha Obaamr aa 
he reaches the carap which was oiioe 
the town of Hinckley, is still more 
aianntlr teyiaMwd on hiiTWon aahe 
Jaora^ya northwaid. 

Tha maka haa lifted, revealing a 
landaoafa bara and black, the few 
standing tix-m being charred to a height 
of 40 feet, while the ground was of that 
paonliar tint of brown sand mixed 
with gunpowder, for the grass had been 
baiued ttvuu to thv roots. Here and 
there, in the bleak and dreaiy atratches 
of country, in what is now a great lone 
land, was seen the body of a deer, 
tlhaaa fteet feet had not been able to 
oalvan tha flamaa, ar of ahomanbeing 
Who had baan absolutely powerless 
afllMt^ grim destroyer. 

A Pioneer Ptess man aooompanied 
Jedga Vathaway of ttUlwater and the 
maMbars of a rMef party which started 
OB a hand<Tar loaded with provisions, to 
lattavatha peaple of Sandstone, who 
were reported in great distress. Two 
niies above Hinckley they found lying 
1^ the trunk of a tree the body of a man 
wUoh waa evidently that of a lumber- 
man. The relief party proceeded as far 
as Skunk Lbko, where the Dolath lim* 
itad train was burned. Hare th«y foond 
In^faeer Willtamalaohariaof agang 
•f men rebuilding the burned bridge- 
Firom them it was laamed that the liv 
tngatlaBdalQeahabaso taken to Du- 
loih by spedal trains on Sunday night, 
and their pressing necessitias relieved, 
aalhatthahalpfMmPlBaGMirwaa not 



The party therefoia laaolTed itaalf 
into one of search for tha todlaaof vic- 
tims of tha disaster. 

The hooia of John Robinson was 

near Skunk lake, in the edge of the 
woods, and the family sought refuge in 
fhaeeUar. Thevawaa no eaoape nom 
the fire, and the parties found the 
bodies of John Robinson and his wife, 
ICaiy BoUnaon. ihair nlflaal dsariitar 
and two smaller ohUdren. All the 
clothing was burned from the bodies, 
but the victims had evidently been sof ' 
focated before the flames reached them, 
The hands of the oldest daughter were 
upraised with palaa togaihar in an atti- 
lade of prayer. , 

Within 600 yards of the spot where 
iBglneer Boot stopped hi:^ train was a 
loeg trench, miuiing from the little 
%ad7 of water whi^ paored a plaoe of 
safety for the passengers on the limited, 
to a swamp on the lake. Following 
alang this trench, the party oame upon 
the partially clothed body of a man, 
who, in personal appearance, oorru- 
nondad to the description of Oeneral 
Passenger and Weight Agent Otto Row- 
ley of the Dohith and Winnipeg rail- 
read. An examluatiou of the dead uiaii'ii 
shirt collar showed the name O. Row- 
lay, and it sappoiad that ha waa a pas- 
senger on the limited, and in taking to 
ttie ditch ezpcoted to reach the lake. 

Other bodlaa found hf tha party were 
those of a man and a woman who had 
evMlMitly tied from a formhonse nearby, 
and the bodies of two men who are sup- 
posed to have been pasaangan on tha 
hamed train. 

The latest verified laforliof the num- 
ber ef dead do net nuHwially altar tha 
farmer eathnatea. 

In fact that estimate is proving ra- 
markably exact, considering the confu* 
aloB ef the flret day. One element that 
makes close figuring very difflcult is the 
fact that bodies seen In the woods and 
along (ha tmok aco not infrequently re- 
ported to two points and sent out from 
«au^ among its dead. 



Then, too, the tendency of the ooca- 
dion, bad iiH it ih to exaggeration. How- 
ever, eliminating these doubtful ele- 
ments aa far aa paadbla firom its ap- 
proximation, The Pioneer Press is con- 
vinced that tho total is as nearly exact 
aa possible. The number of dead at 
Hinckley is plaojd at 200. Tho Pioneer 
Press correspoudeut has actually oount- 
ed 194 of these, and the margin allowed 
about all that is necessary. The figures 
are a£ follows; ninckley , 200; Sandstone, 
62: Miller, 12; b<«tween Skunk Lake and 
Miller, 12; Pokegama, 38; in lumber 
eamps and soatterlng, aitiiaata 60. 
Total, 8M. 

Tardmastar Dave Williams of Dnluth 
is something of a hero himself. He is 
tne man who grasped tho sltaatiea, act- 
ed on his knowledge promptly, and re- 
lieved the people of Sandstone. He re- 
ceived a message from Miller which 
said: "There are 150 people at Sand- 
stone without food or shelter. For 
God's sake ■Jct them out of there." 
Within an incredibly shot time an en- 
gine in charge of Yai-dmaeter Williams 
was on the way to Sandstone. The en- 
tire road, after the burned district was 
reached, was patr.iK.-.l :"jd the engine 
kept np a cuntiunai .viiistling so that 
any persons who nnu it U- m ar the rail- 
way could come at ouce to the track. 

When the train arrived at Sandstone 
Junction, or Miller, aa it ia generally 
oalled, it waa met bf nearly tha. entire 
population of Sandstone and Miller. 
The depot and platform at Miller had 
been burned and there was not a house 
left standing anywhere in view. About 
170 people were taken aboard and a 
nieeaeiiger was sent to Sandstone who 
informed the people of the arrival of re- 
lief. Very few remained, and they 
were those witli loved ouorf lying deu L 
No one wa.s burned .seriously wlio was 
not fatally injured. There was uo at- 
tempt to care for the dead who lay scat- 
tered with irregularity through the 
streets of tiie town. 

Everything intlammablo at Sand.stone 
was destroywl and inve.'^tigations 
brought the number of dead at that 
place up to 02, with 21 people mis.4ing. 
Mr. Webster, the father of Mayor Lee 
Webster in this town, waa among the 
dead, and yesterday afternoon Mr. Web- 
ster went to Sandstone to bury bis 
father and mother. The ae^uo at Sand- 
Stoue, as div*cnl)ed by Mr. Webster, wa.s 
heartrending. Tha streets of the town 
were only lines of sand between heaps 
of aahea. Within theee linea lay 40 
bodies soattered at random, and M more 
were found afterward in the onti»kins 
of the town and along the hollows and 
marshes toward tne river bank. The 
bodies were lying exposed to the sun 
and rain alike, and wera rapidly be- 
ooming deoompoaad. They wera idan- 
tiflad, aa far aa posalble, and will be 
buried as noon as possiblo. 

The Duiuth ptiople are looking after 
the care and relief of the people on the 
line north of Hinckley. They are doing 
their work well and will see that no one 
of the living ia allowed to aoffar for food 
or clothing. 

One of the marvelous circtimstances 
of the occasion is the escape of so many 
cattle and horses. Many woro abso- 
lutely unscathed, though no one can 
tell how they escaped the ordeal of fire. 
Otheiawwa altifuly boraad andatape 
are tardily hauig taken to put them ont 
of their nlaeij. 

Tha oaraasMa of the dead animals, 
whioh are baaamlng very oSaaatTa. will 
be pot ont of the wav by borlal or Dom- 
ing aa eaoe aa twiiiiUie. 

ui the aftmioan, following tiM rain, 
a BtNOg wind awept mp from the sonth 
and soon the flames, which had been 
qoeached to smouldering by the mora- 
ing showers, were again fanned to a 
blaze, and nnndreds of eolnmns of 
smoke began to aacend from the woods. 
The tire win not be ont for many a day 
unless there are heavy rains, but there 
is no danger as the underbrush is 
burned out olean and there is uo possi- 
bility of any spread. The intensity and 
insatiabilitv of the tire can be seen from 
the fact uiAt oonluroy tills, wliere the 
logs were buried amier several feet of 
caffth, are entirely eaten out, the tiro 
eating its way through uiidor the entire 
width of road. 

No one of tho citizens of Pine (>;ty 
who volunteered their aid in the wurk 
of relief did m<jre than F. G. Weber. 
He took entire charge of the work at 
the cemetery and kept at tho hideous 
work until oil that could be done )iad 
been accomplished. Not until uiglitfall 
were his labors over, and dunug that 
time ho had a succession of relays of 
men under him, tor many sickened and 
had to give it up. The work progressed 
slower than need have been the cu.su had 
Mr. Weber's working force been ade- 
quate. As it was 65 unidentified dead 
were interred ia the trenches; 56 more 
were pat in boxes and 18 were buried by 
their friends, making a total of 134 
bodies handled at the cenii.tery. The 
bodies found hereafter must be buried 
where found. It will be impossible to 
move them, as they are literally falling 
tasieces.

haudlmg the relief train.-) from St. I'uui 
and between Pine City and Hinckley, 
lj»'Ban a sysK-matic attempt to straiKii'- 
eu out Ml'' crooked rails, build bndf.rs, 
repair culverts and replaof! tiio bunn il 
ties, of which there wen' literally thous- 
ands. With a work train and an vi- 
ticii ut crew. .Mi-, Brown rebuilt tlie 
burned bridge ovi r the Grindstone rivi r 
at Hinckky, put in new ties and 
worked tlio lino gi-adually north. 

iu the meantime Yardmactf^r Wil- 
liams of the Duiuth vards had a work 
train pu.-hing its way down toward tin; 
center of the difliculty, which was at 
thu spot where Engineer Root st^jpp^rl 
the Duiuth limit-ed on Saturday night. 
By noon the crew of Yardmaster Wil- 
liams, the men who relieved tiie sutler- 
ers at Sandstone, had pushed down to 
this point and had the track iu working 
order to the bridge which was burned. 
The force was a Targe one and iu a 
couple of boTirs the bridge was built and 
the big engine of the limited, which 
had been lett on the track, was pushed 
down to Hinckley. The tender of the 
limited engine was tipped off the track, 
as it was wrecked beyond repair, and 
was left to odd to the general ruin. At 
6:86 the two work trains met and at 6 
o'clock lost night the line was open 
from St. Paul to Duiuth, the regular 
Dulntb train pasting Hinckley about 7 
o'clock, somewhat behind time, but run- 
ning through withont mishapa. 

During the afternoon at Pine City 
the arrangements for tyitematlo aid waa 
taken in hand I7 H. E. Bart of the 
board of corrections and oLaritlee. 

On the afternoon train arrived the 
eommittee appointed by the dtixens of 
flftiuBeapeUa, A rMOTt was submitted 
to the gtntlamen for their approval. 
The report contains an estiiuata of the 
popolation of the burned towns as fol- 
lows: Hinckley, 1,000; Sandstone, 300; 
Mission C'r«H:k, 100; Brook Park or 
Pokejjama, IJ.S; Partridge, 100. 

From this number about 4(X) ore to be 
deducted a-1 (k ud aiid witli a further 
deduction of th/.se able to h»'lp them- 
selves, leaving ab-iut 3tM) to be iviieved 
in variou.s ways. Contributions of 
tran.«jK)rtatioii money, clothing and 
household utensils and lumber. The 
latter sliould be of all grtide.s, from 
rough luml)er to sa»li uiid doors. A 
general contributinn will be reeoiu- 
meude4 in all the ehureheci ne.Kt Sun- 
day. No particular -ilort to I'orce a 
large subscription, but the generosity of 
the people will be allowed M ahow itaalf 
in natural channels. 

The following physicians accom- 
panied the .Minneapolis party; Dx-tors 
C. O. Higbee, Fitzgerald, Mooro, Mc- 
Donald, Leeport, Norton of Miiiju-up- 
olis and Perkins of Excolsior. Their 
services were in great demand, and tht- 
hospitsl' patients received the care for 
which many of them were sadly suffer- 
ing. It is the intention to stfurt out 
searching partiee in all direotkms to 
find the scattered dead, and lha phyai- 
cians will accompany them.

Anything sent to GKyv- 
bmor Nelson to Tarns BixIqrortoMayor 
Smith will be gromptly forwarded. The 
Bt. Paal and X>nluth road is ninniug 
relief traina and carrying all supphes 
effered. 

The American Express company has 
annoancsd that they would carrv free 
of eharge any supplies for any reliable 
relief committae In norihem Wisconsin 
and Minnssota. "Tne railroads are get- 
ting in shape again as rapidly as possi- 
ble. The St. Paul and Diilutb, the 
Eastern Minnesota, the Omaha and the 
Northern Pacific spent one uf the busi- 
est days of their lives in repairing road- 
ways, .scheduling trains to meet emer- 

geucie,s, couneijtiug lost wires and oar- 
ig for satlerers. Evru tlie Wiscousiu 
Central, wliich is but nlightly intvresti d, 
has volunteered to trouspoit provisions 
to all points ou its line whMa riliaf is 
sent, free of charge. 

The railroad companies have done 
themselves proud iu the prompt and ef- 
fective assistance they extended to the 
needy, wherever and in whatever man- 
ner it was rofjuired. The public fully 
appreciates their benevolence ami 
eniciency in every instance. It is ex- 
pected by Wednesday all bridges and 
tracks on the main lines shall have been 
so far repaired that no train will have 
to dapart ffeam schedule time.

At Long Lake, a sununer resort, the 
cottage of the late Qaneral Oln^ has 
been destroyed and seven ether oettages 
threatened. At least seven railroad 
bridges on the north division of the 
OmtOia bitwaaa Ohinawa Falla and 
Superior have been deetr eyed.

DENSE SMOKE OVER THE LAKES. 

Navlfatlon Orei^tly InterflBred With and 

Severnl Wreckii R.'portril. 

CniCAOO, Sept. 4. — Smoke from forest 
fires is now making navigation danger- 
ous oil all the great lakes, except Lake 
Oatarla. IVom Duiuth to Buffalo re- 
ports are received of smoke so thick 
that one oenld not see on the lake more 
than a hnndrad feet. Along the aouth 
shore of Lake Superior oaptaina oould 
not discern objects 100 yards away. At 
Sanlt Ste. Marie all boata were being 
seriously delayed, captains preferring to 
go slow rather than take the chances of 
fetching up on the rocks and reefs. 

Reports of stranding oame iu to the 
underwrittiis with too great rapidity to 
be enjoyable. The firw have destroyed 
to soma extent telegraphic coumiunica- 
tion with the dangerous shore near the 
straits, and it is feared that more wrecks 
have oc<"urrcd than have been reported. 
The losses to lake vessels on account of 
the smokt- already tixeeed $iO,000. 

Ea.*t Tawas, Mich., rt^ports the pas- 
senger stJ'funer Ussifrage ashore be- 
tween ht're and Alabast<!r. Its passen- 
gers are safe, and yfill be brought ashore 
by the toga if n ecessary. 

FIRES IN PENNSYLVANIA. 

Urvat UeitriiRt lou Uune aud the Ull FieUlii 
Threatened. 

Bradfoko, Pa., Sept. 4.— Forest fires 
are raging aii along the line of the Buf- 
falo. Rochait-er and Pittsburg railroad. 
R*'port.s froLi all points oii tlie narrow 
gauge roads state that thi- woi^is are >>u 
tire for mues, aud the damage will be 
coavy unless rain should fall. The 
woods along the pike to Corydon are on 
fire for milee, and oil property in the 
v.clnity of tha west branch are threat- 
Riiad. Should the fire spread to the oil 
beld soriou^oonseqQonc«d would result. 

The woods along the Bradford, B(jr- 
dell and Kinaua railroad between here 
and Smethport are reported co fire and 
valuable property is in danger of being 
destrovod. On the big level between 
Moont Jewett and this dty and the 
head of the west branch the woods are 
aMaaa, and several oil well rigs are re- 
ported homing. At S(mg Bird and the 
Quintuple the wooda are a roaring mass 
of flames, and vahiable oil property is 
being dafooiod by the flamaa. Aa yet 
no yarn of Ufa ia reported and tha az- 
tent of damima ean not be eetlmated. 

A Mpprt haa just readied here fkom 
Lewis' ann, atating that the woods are 
ablaxe and the people fighting the fire 
to save their property. 

Ia tbe Baatern Lomber Region. 
WUJQHBARRE, Pa., Sept. 4.— Forest 
firee are reported as burning fiercely in 
the Pine creek lumber region and valu- 
able property Is in great danger there. 
Ownen of mills and lumber in that 
neighborhood who reside here have been 
noised that lhara ii imaJnent danger 
of serious loBsee and have been advised 
to come on withont loss of time. Com- 
mings dB Hwihnan's bark and Inmber- 
yards have been threa t e n ed, but by 
backfiring. It haa thna fw eaoapad de- 
Btrootton. 

Ilie fire haa been burning in the 
Babbs Creek district since Saturday, 

and yesterday it climbed over the moun- 
tain, and for a time it looked as if the 
town of Balltown, in Forest oonnty, 
would be destroyed. This was also 
saved by hard work, and it is now said 
to be out of danger. At other points 
the woods have been backfired for a dis- 
tanc« of six miles, in order to save prop- 
erty.

would sweep the i ntire field.

Probably s.OOO K.'irineBt makers al- 
ready have quit work in New York and 
Brooklyn. Befor« tlie week is out it i.s 
estimated that there will bo from 25,000 
to 30,000 p»ople out of work, either as 
strikers or because of the ntrike.
